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ENDOWMENT  CAMPAIGN 


The  Endowment  Campaign  is  on. 
Three  hundred  thousand  dollars  is  the 
First  Goal  but  not  the  Last.  Progress  is 
encouraging.  Friends  are  interested. 
Nearly  all  the  money  is  promised.  Two 
chairs  are  named,  in  addition  to  those 
already  provided  for,  and  another  is 
under  advisement. 
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THREE  GIFTS. 

The  Board  of  Trustees,  at  its  Kansas  City 
meeting,  took  action  on  many  important  matters, 
three  of  which  stand  out  prominently  as  matters  of 
general  interest: 

1.  The  receipt  from  Mr.  John  C.  Cobb  and  his 
wife  of  Odessa,  Missouri,  of  $4,000.00,  completing 
their  gift  of  $10,000.00  to  Missouri  Valley  College 
for  the  purpose  of  founding  The  Chair  of  Bible  In- 
struction. This  is  the  realization  of  a  long  cherished 
plan  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cobb.  At  the  very  beginning 
of  the  institution,  when  Dr.  J.  B.  Mitchell  made 
the  suggestion  that  the  Bible  be  made  a  part  of  the 
curriculum,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cobb  began  to  lay  their 
plans  to  endow  the  Chair.  The  beginnings  of  the 
work  were  through  their  initiative  and  their  first 
gift  was  in  order  to  start  that  work.  They  have 
now  completed  their  offering  of  $10,000.00  and  have 
named  the  Chair  in  which,  in  a  beautiful  way,  all 
the  members  of  their  family  are  associated,  including 
the    grandchildren.     The   sons   and    grandsons   who 
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have  gone  before  are  all  named  in  the  naming  of  the 
Bible  Chair.  Thus  forever  this  family  name  will  be 
associated  with  the  spiritual  influences  emanating 
from  the  teaching  of  the  Bible  in  Missouri  Valley 
College. 

One  of  the  things  that  they  have  always  insisted 
upon  is,  that  the  Bible  should  be  read  well  in  public. 
There  are  so  few  ministers  who  can  read  the  Bible 
intelligibly  to  a  public  audience  and  in  a  real  devo- 
tional spirit  that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cobb  thought  that 
the  reading  of  the  Bible  should  be  emphasized.  The 
result  has  been  that  almost  any  student  of  Missouri 
Valley  College  who  has  become  a  minister  may  be 
recognized  by  the  way  in  which  he  reads  the  English 
Bible.  Mr.  Cobb  has  been  continuously  a  member 
of  the  Finance  Committee  and  for  several  years  the 
Chairman. 

2.  The  Board  of  Trustees  received  at  this  same 
time,  from  another  member  of  the  Board,  Mr.  Peter 
H.  Rea  of  Marshall,  Missouri,  a  gift  of  $5,000  with 
accumulated  interest  for  one  year,  making  a  total  of 
$5,300,  which  at  Mr.  Rea's  request  was  provisionally 
set  apart  as  a  part  of  the  endowment  of  the  Bible 
Chair.  Mr.  Rea  and  Mr.  Cobb  are  the  only  sur- 
vivors of  the  original  Board  of  Trustees  which  has 
been  in  existence  for  thirty  years.  These  two  men 
have  signalized  the  thirty  years  of  their  services,  as 
members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  by  munificent 
gifts  to  the  College  and  by  special  thoughtfulness 
with  reference  to  the  teaching  of  the  Bible  as  the 
greatest  Book  of  all. 
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Since  the  founding  of  the  College  Mr.  Rea  has 
been  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
College,  and  has  known  intimately  all  the  business 
of  the  College,  and  has  been  one  of  the  liberal  con- 
tributors to  the  support  of  the  institution.  He  was 
one  of  the  original  workers  who  planned,  as  a  business 
man  in  Marshall,  to  secure  the  location  of  the  College 
at  Marshall.  Without  his  beneficence,  his  business 
sagacity,  and  his  indefatigable  labors,  the  College 
would  not  have  been  located  at  Marshall. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  has  planned  that  the 
thirtieth  anniversary  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board 
in  June,  1888,  shall  be  celebrated  at  Commencement 
this  year  with  proper  services,'  and  this  purpose  will 
be  carried  into  effect. 

Mr.  Rea  is  spending  the  winter,  with  his  wife,  at 
San  Diego,  California,  in  order  to  escape  the  rigors 
of  the  cold  climate  of  the  Middle  West. 

3.  The  other  thing  which  was  of  great  impor- 
tance had  also  to  do  with  the  endowment  of  Missouri 
Valley  College.  A  year  ago  Mrs.  Mary  E.  Culver  of 
St.  Louis  gave  $100,000,  in  cash,  to  Missouri  Valley 
College.  This  great  benevolence  has  challenged  the 
Board  of  Trustees  to  make  some  form  of  recognition 
that  would  be  worthy  of  such  a  gift.  At  its  last 
meeting  it  decided  that  the  best  way  in  which  to 
recognize  this  offering,  the  largest  in  the  history  of 
Missouri  Valley  College,  was  to  name  the  President's 
Office  as  a  testimonial  to  Mrs.  Culver.  Henceforth 
the  presidency  of  Missouri  Valley  College  will  bear 
the  following  significant  legend: 
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"President,   on  the   Mary  Elizabeth   Culver 
Foundation." 

This  went  into  immediate  effect,  so  that  the 
present  President  of  Missouri  Valley  College  is  the 
representative  of  Mrs.  Culver  in  his  services  and 
activities  as  President  of  Missouri  Valley  College, 
and  his  successors  in  office,  through  all  time,  will  be 
her  representatives,  doing  work  in  her  name  in  con- 
nection with  Christian  education.  This  means  that 
she  will  always  have  a  personal  representative  work- 
ing in  connection  with  the  young  people  who  are 
students  in  Missouri  Valley  College,  and  in  the 
public  activities  which  are  characteristic  of  a  Presi- 
dent's office. 

Mrs.  Culver  is  living  in  St.  Louis;  is  hale  and 
hearty;  an  active  worker  in  the  Kingshighway 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  is  pleased  with  this  recog- 
nition. An  interesting  coincidence  is,  that  her 
birthday  and  the  birthday  of  the  present  President 
of  Missouri  Valley  are  the  same. 


Mr.  W.  A.  Harbison,  who  had  previously  given 
$1,000  to  the  Bible  Chair,  has  added  a  subscription 
of  $500  more.  Mr.  Harbison  of  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  is 
one  of  the  great  benefactors  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church. 
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"EDUCATION  PRELIMINARY  TO  THE  STUDY 
OF  MEDICINE." 

"The  highest  desirable  standard  of  preliminary 
education  which  should  be  required  as  the  minimum 
for  admission  to  the  study  of  medicine  is  two  years 
of  college  work  based  on  a  four-year  high  school 
education.  This  standard  has  now  been  generally 
adopted  by  the  medical  colleges  of  the  United  States. 
Aside  from  the  general  understanding  that  this  college 
work  should  include  courses  in  physics,  chemistry, 
biology  and  possibly  a  course  in  a  modern  language, 
no  attempt  has  heretofore  been  made  to  outline  the 
subject  content  of  this  two-year  premedical  college 
course.  Last  February  a  special  committee  was 
selected  to  study  the  problem  and  to  suggest  the  sub- 
jects which  could  be  included  in  this  two-year  course, 
whereby  it  would  best  prepare  the  student  for  his 
subsequent  medical  studies.  Besides  representatives 
of  the  Council  on  Medical  Education  and  the  American 
Medical  Colleges,  a  representative  was  chosen  by 
the  Association  of  American  Universities,  and  another 
member  of  the  committee  is  closely  identified  with 
the  work  of  the  North  Central  Association  of  Colleges 
and  Secondary  Schools.  Although  of  great  impor- 
tance to  medical  education,  this  is  a  matter  depending 
on  the  colleges  of  arts  and  sciences,  and  for  that  reason 
the  associations  of  such  colleges  are  represented  on 
the  committee,  and  presidents  and  deans  of  such 
colleges  have  been  freely  consulted  in  the  study  of 
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the  problem.  The  preliminary  report  of  this  special 
committee  is  specially  important  for  students  begin- 
ning their  premedical  college  work.  Certain  minor 
concessions  may  be  necessary  for  students  who  have 
already  completed  their  premedical  work  and  who 
enter  medical  colleges  during  the  sessions  beginning 
in  1918  and  1919."  The  Report  from  which  the 
above  was  taken  is  in  the  office  of  Dr.  Black.

His  brother,  Joseph, 
is  already  in  that  Camp. 

Rev.  Lester  A.  Thompson,  '10,  has  come  back 
to  Missouri  and  is  located  at  Windsor,  where  he  is 
pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  church. 


WILLIAM   A.  S.   HYLAND. 

In  the  passing  of  Mr.  William  A.  S.  Hyland  the 
City  of  Marshall  has  lost  one  of  its  prosperous  and 
most  benevolent  citizens.  He  died  Friday  afternoon, 
December  7,  1917,  at  3:00  o'clock  at  his  home  on 
South  Odell  avenue.  His  wife,  Mary  Frances  Hyland, 
his  daughter-in-law,  Mrs.  Ethel  Cobb  Hyland,  and 
a  granddaughter,  Dorothy  Frances  Hyland,  were 
present  and  cared  for  him  during  his  long  illness. 
Other  friends  also  were  present,  and  there  has  been 
no  lack  of  kindly  ministrations  in  the  Hyland  home 
in  connection  with  this  bereavement. 

Mr.  Hyland  was  Vice-President  of  the  Bank  of 
Marshall  and  was  otherwise  interested  in  the  financial 
affairs  of  Saline  County.  During  the  last  few  years* 
he  had  been  an  active  and  influential  member  of  the 
Cumberland  Presbyterian  church  at  Mt.  Horeb,  near 
Slater,  where  he  had  been  an  Elder  and  a  representa- 
tive many  times  at  Presbytery,  Synod  and  the 
General  Assembly.  Since  the  reunion,  also,  he  was 
a  representative  of  Kansas  City  Presbytery  in  the 
General   Assembly  of   the   Presbyterian   Church   at 
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Atlantic  City,  N.  J.,  at  which  time  he  gave  $1,000 
for  Home  Missions.  Probably  as  large  a  single  con- 
tribution to  Home  Missions  as  has  been  given  at 
one  time  by  a  citizen  of  Saline  County.  Just  a  year 
ago  he  gave  $10,000  to  Missouri  Valley  College, 
thereby  founding  the  Chair  of  Christian  Education 
in  that  institution.  In  both  of  these  gifts  his  wife 
joined  him  most  heartily. 

A  few  years  ago  they  built  the  handsome  home 
on  South  Odell  avenue,  where  they  have  since  lived, 
enjoying  a  quiet  life  near  to  the  church  they  loved. 

They  have  had  four  children,  all  of  whom  have 
preceded  them  to  the  better  world.  The  late  John 
W.  Hyland  is  buried  in  Ridge  Park  Cemetery. 

Mr.  Hyland  was  born  eight  miles  northwest  of 
Marshall,  July  24,  1839,  and  had,  therefore,  passed 
his  seventy-eighth  year.  He  was  buried  on  Sunday 
afternoon  from  the  Odell  Avenue  Presbyterian 
church,  the  services  being  conducted  by  the  Rev. 
W.  H.  Marbach,  assisted  by  Rev.  Samuel  F.  Wilson 
of  Odessa,  Missouri,  formerly  his  pastor  at  Mt. 
Horeb,  and  Dr.  William  H.  Black,  President  of 
Missouri  Valley  College.  The  interment  was  at 
Ridge  Park. 

Thus  ends,  in  the  flesh,  a  long  and  useful  life, 
but  the  life  does  not  end.  It  will  go  on  in  service 
through  its  benefactions  here  and  also  through  all 
the  other  forms  of  generous  and  kindly  deeds  un- 
ostentatiously performed.

William  Buckner,  who 
was  formerly  a  student  at  Missouri  Valley  College 
and  later  graduated  from  the  State  University,  will 
probably  be  in  France  by  the  time  this  reaches  the 
eye  of  the  reader.     Later:  He  is  there. 


A  letter  from  France  comes  from  Carl  I.  Duncan, 
'14.     Students  and  alumni  will  read  it  with  great 
interest  and  all  join  in  wishing  Carl  a  Happy  New 
Year  in  his  army  life.     He  writes  as  follows: 
"  117th  Ammunition  Train, 
Caisson  Co.  No.  2, 
American  Expeditionary  Forces, 
France. 
Dimanche,  December  17,  1917. 
"Dr.  W.  H.  Black, 
Marshall,  Mo. 
Mon  cher  Monsieur  Black: 

Tell  me  I  am  not  getting  "frenchified."  If  I 
stay  over  here  any  length  of  time  I  will  be  more 
French  than  American. 

I  received  your  letter  of  October  27th  last  week 
and  was  mighty  glad  to  hear  from  you  and  Missouri 
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Valley.  I  wish  I  could  step  in  that  old  chapel  today 
and  take  my  regular  seat  as  I  did  in  the  days  that 
have  gone  by.  Little  did  I  think  in  the  year  1914 
that  I  would  ever  be  on  French  soil  in  1917  and 
especially  wearing  the  military  uniform  of  Uncle 
Sam;  however,  since  the  great  issue  of  the  day  has 
arisen,  I  am  glad  that  I  am  physically  fit  and  qualified 
as  one  of  those  men  to  serve  in  active  service  against 
a  few  rulers  who  have  chosen  to  rule  the  world  with 
the  sword.  I  am  glad  to  be  in  one  of  the  first  contin- 
gents of  the  National  Guard  to  be  sent  to    France. 

I  am  sending  you  a  complete  edition  of  the 
Chicago  Tribune  printed  in  Paris  in  order  that  you 
and  students  of  Missouri  Valley  College  may  have 
the  privilege  of  seeing  a  copy  of  a  Franco-American 
journal  in  times  of  war.  The  sheet  sells  for  15 
centimes  or  3  cents  in  American  money.  You  will 
notice,  it  seems  to  me,  a  difference  in  the  way  the 
French  write  up  the  war  news  and  the  way  the 
American  papers  write  it  up.  American  papers  seem 
to  magnify  the  results  and  tend  to  elaborate  quite 
extensively  on  what  occurs  to  me  as  being  of  minor 
battles.  I  suppose  one  reason  for  this  is  because  of 
the  scarcity  of  paper  in  France  and  they  really  don't 
have  the  space  to  go  into  any  great  details.  The 
New  York  Herald  also  publishes  a  journal  in  Paris. 
It  is  a  four  sheet  paper  and  sells  for  the  same  money. 

I  am  now  in  the  office  of  the  School  of  Instruction 
as  Chief  Mimeograph  Operator.  I  have  been  here 
only  a  few  days;  I  like  the  work  better  every  day. 
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We  had  a  very  pleasant  trip  over  sea  aside  from 
the  usual  sea-sickness.  It  was  an  uneventful  one 
which  made  it  all  the  more  pleasant.  I  have  not  seen 
very  much  of  France  as  yet,  not  even  in  the  im- 
mediate vicinity  of  the  camp.  It  has  been  rather 
chilly  and  very  damp  ever  since  we  came  and  for 
that  reason  I  have  chosen  to  stay  at  "home"  until 
the  weather  clears  up.  I  should  like  very  much  to 
spend  le  jour  de  Noel  dans  Paris,  but  I  don't  suppose 
there  will  be  any  chance  since  we  are  too  far  away 
to  make  the  trip  on  a  forty-eight  hour  pass  such  as 
we  are  allowed  every  week-end.  I  have  been  trying 
to  "parlez-vous  Francais"  some  but  as  yet  I  am  not 
very  proficient.  When  I  am  off  duty  I  usually 
corner  up  a  French  soldier  and  have  him  pronounce 
the  words  in  my  pocket  edition  French  book.  It 
becomes  much  easier  when  studied  in  this  manner. 
I  bought  du  beurre  the  other  day,  what  looked  to 
be  a  pound  to  me,  and  when  I  asked  combien,  he 
immediately  informed  me  quatre  francs  et  cinquante, 
which  amounts  to  about  90  cents  in  our  money.  I 
thought  that  was  rather  high  but  willingly  paid  it  in 
order  to  get  a  taste  of  good  butter. 

We  were  paid  in  French  money  the  other  night 
and  some  of  the  fellows  had  quite  a  time  straightening 
up  their  American  debts  in  French  money.  A  franc 
is  worth  about  17.5  cents  now.  Another  difficulty 
we  had  was  in  making  the  change.  Nearly  all  of 
our  bills  were  in  large  amounts  and  our  debts  ran 
into  the  centimes.  A  cinq  franc  note  is  about 
43^x7  inches  in  size,  made  of  ordinary  paper,  easily 
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torn  and  of  inconvenient  size  for  the  purse.  A  dix 
franc  note  is  much  smaller  and  a  cinq  note  is  still 
smaller.  This  irregularity  in  size  adds  still  more  to 
the  inconvenience  in  taking  care  of  them. 

We  are  in  the  g;reat  apple  section  and  cider 
flows.  Wine  is  also  plentiful  but  is  of  a  very  in- 
ferior grade. 

Just  a  word  about  the  Y.  M.  and  I  must  close. 
It  is  doing  a  splendid  work  for  the  soldiers.  It 
supplies  them  with  writing  material,  books,  maga- 
zines, journals  and  a  warm  place  to  spend  the  idle 
hours.  There  are  nearly  always  some  kind  of  whole- 
some entertainment  provided  for  the  men.  Give 
my  regards  to  all  the  family,  faculty  and  students  of 
Mo.  Valley.  Yours  truly,

WAR  WORK  IN  M.  V.  C. 

The  College  faculty  has  been  pretty  actively 
represented  in  connection  with  the  War  Fund  Cam- 
paigns; in  the  matter  of  giving,  in  the  matter  of 
speaking,  and  in  the  matter  of  administration. 

Dr.  R.  L.  Shepherd  was  Chairman  of  the  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  War  Fund  Campaign  in  Saline  County  and 
spent  not  a  little  time  visiting  various  communities, 
organizing  his  forces,  and  "putting  over"  this  Cam- 
paign which  was  a  great  success.  The  students  of 
Missouri  Valley  College,  as  their  special  campaign 
contribution  under  the  administration  of  the  leaders 
in  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  secured  from  our  students  and 
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faculty  $1,035,  which  was,  so  far  as  we  have  been 
able  to  see,  the  largest  contribution  in  proportion 
to  attendance  secured  from  any  College  or  University 
of  the  State.  The  students  have  been  loyal  and 
generous  in  their  support  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  War 
Fund.  Several  of  them  have  been  in  the  Camps, 
giving  service,  as  was  Wiley  Steen  of  the  Senior 
class  last  summer  at  Nevada,  and  Howard  Talbott, 
'17,  at  the  Naval  Training  School  in  Chicago. 

Dean  I.  N.  Evrard  is  Chairman  of  the  Speakers 
Committee  of  the  National  Council  of  Defense  and 
has  managed  a  considerable  organization  in  that 
behalf,  in  addition  to  rendering  valued  assistance  in 
all  of  the  other  campaigns  which  have  been  put  over 
in  connection  with  the  Red  Cross,  Y.  M.  C.  A.  War 
Fund,  Liberty  Bonds,  etc. 

Dr.  Black  has  been  Chairman  of  the  Saline 
Chapter  of  the  Red  Cross;  has  been  pretty  well 
over  the  county  in  the  interests  of  this  work,  and 
wears  a  gold  Red  Cross  button,  a  State  award  for 
having  the  best  organized  county  in  the  Western 
district.
